Tins AuMictN V/ATKn-CoLouit Society's 
twelfth annual exhibition, which closed on the 
1st of March, was highly successful. About

and inoro pictures found purchasers, the total 
sum received for them being about $!),000.

New UisTomcAL Paintinci A picture, 

painted by Mr. Tavernor Knott, of Edinburgh, 
nas attracted considerable attention in that 
city, where it has lately been, exhibited. The 
subject represents an incident in the history 
■ cf the Scottish Reformation, "John Knox, the 
Queen's Advocate, and the Circular Letter." 
For writing this letter Knox was tried for 
high-treason, and acquitted. The circular 
was addressed to the leading Protestants of 
Ediuhnrgh, inviting them, ut the request of the 
whole body, to bo present on the day when 
several persons were to be tried for interrupt- 
ing the priest officiating at the chapel of Holy- 
rood House, as ho was about to celebrate the 
conimunion service with certain " superstitious 
practices which had been lnid aside since the 
establishment of the Reformation. 1 ' A copy of 
this letter got into the hands of Queen Mary ; 
and John Spcns, of Condie, her Majesty's ad- 
vocate, hearing of it, went to Knox to learn 
from him the contents of the document. Spens 
himself being a Protestant, Knox showed him 
a copy of the letter, and tl 113 is the moment 
the artist has chosen for his picture — Spens 
rrading the circular letter. The work has 
elicited most favorable criticism from local 
Art-critics, and especially is the head of tho 
great reformer eulogised as a mo3t successful 
effort. Tho picture was painted for Mr. Mel- 
drum, of Edinburgh, with tho object of draw- 
ing nttention to the teachings of Knox and 
the time3 in which wo live. The owner pro- 
poses giving any profits arising from tho ex- 
hibition of the painting to a fund that is being 
raised for a monument to the reformer. It 
says little for Edinburgh that no such memo- 
rial yet exists.

THE BENCH AND HILL DIG- 
GINGS OF THE MAINLAND. 

At Insley's Flat, 8 miles above Bos- 
ton Bar on Frasor river, good pros- 
pects were obtained and considerable 
gold taken out in 1S59. The pay strat- 
um was one foot deep in thickness and 
fifty feet in width, covered by n sand 
deposit 7 feet ia depth, which had to 
be wheeled and thrown over the bank, 
the pay dirt being carried to the sluices. 
The flat extends away back as far as 
the mountains' base where shafts have 
been sunk and good prospects obtained. 
There is a second bench back of this 
which at that time (Nov. 2nd, 1859) 
had not been prospected. 

Paul's plat, 
Three miles above Boston Bar, is four 
miles in length and from 30 to SO rods 
in width. Here the paying stratdm 
was found 12 feet below the surface 
through washed sand and water-worn 
boulders. The Eraser oiice coursed its 
rapid way over these flats. 

PRINCE ALBERT'S FLAT, 
Below Yale, obliquely from Hill's Bar, 
was one of the best paying flats ever 
worked on the river. 'Hie pay dirt was 
4 feet in depth, and averaged in re- 
sult 4 cents to the pan, and to- 
day there are miles of un worked 
ground in that vicinity which pros- 
pected favorably, but could not be pro- 
fitably opened and cleared at the time, 
being heavily timbered. This vicinity 
should at once be closely examined and 
the old course of the river traced from 
the little canon at Yale down to the 
mouth of Harrison River. This can 
now be done in a short time at an ex- 
pense of a few dollars. The claims 
and water privileges could be recorded, 
the land cleared and ditches cut this 
winter so as to bo ready for mining 
early next spring. Thirty miles north- 
east of Hope there is a valley running 
from Deer Mountain to the Tulameen 
River, 12 miles long, with a width of 
of lh miles. A never-failing creek 
runs through the entire length of the 
valley. The sub-stratum is of red clay 
and foment and gives a prospect of fine 
gold from any portion. The old Brig- 
ade trail runs neanthe valley and the 
locality can easily be found. 

ON QUF.SXEL RIVER 

The Chinese have obtained n strong 
foothold and it is believed that an im- 
mense quantity of gold 1ms been ship- 
ped to China. They were worked in 
the summer of 1850 with fair success, 
as also was Horsofly River, a branch 
of the south fork of Quesnel; but 
owing to the lack of an elevation to 
give the water sufficient fall for flum- 
ing purposes, but more particularly in 
consequence of new discoveries in other 
and more accessible places, these dig- 
gings were then abandoned. In J une, 
1860, a party ascended the north 
fork of the Quesnel to a lake on the 
margin of which one of the party shot 
a cariboo (an animal of the reindeer 
species) and hence the name of that 
auriferous district- 

KEITH LEY 

Started up the river and prospected the 
rich creek which bears his name, and 
so the pioneer kept moving on, looking 
for richer deposits finding a perceptible 
increase which led to the locating of 
Harvey, Grouse, Antler and other 
creeks, until William, Lightning and 
Lowhee rewarded them and their suc- 
cessors with a yield of forty millions of 
dollars. It is a truism in the mines 
that thero is more gold in the ground 
than has ever been taken out, and we 
contend that the field has only been 
skimmed over — not by any means 
thoroughly piospected. 

There is now an opening for our 
young men. The steamers will take them 
into the fields instead of their having 
to "paddle their own canoes" as in early 
days. They can, if they wish, live at 
hotels instead of camping out; in short, 
they can make mining one of the most 
pleasant and independent occupations 
in the world with the certainty of a 
good living and a chance for an inde- 
pendent future within their grasp. 
Only make a beginning and then will 
commence a new era for the Province 
and the revival of an industry which 
will speedily populate the banks of the 
Fraser, thus creating a market for the 
products of the farmers of the interior. 

It will astonish those who have 
hitherto believed that gold could only 
be found in the bars of the river and 
who also believed in the "downstream" 
instead of the side-hill washing theory — 
it will be mortifying in the extreme 
to those who wasted the opportunity 
and left the country after a super- 
ficial survey of the river bars — to learn 
that the localities they neglected 
and deserted have rewarded the enter- 
prise of more presevering miners. It 
may be safely asserted that the country 
adjacent to the river has not been suf- 
ficiently prospected, but in the cases 
which have been cited reliable evidence 
has been produced to warrant the con- 
clusion that hill-sides and benches are 
more or less impregnated with the 
precious metal. More especially the 
places where perhaps centuries ago the 
mighty and impetuous Fraser flowed. 

Before closing it might not be amiss 
to direct the attention of those living 
in the vicinity of Nicomien on the 
Thompson, where gold is said to have 
been first discovered, to examine the 
beautiful banks of washed gravel on 
the side cuts of the wagon-road. The 
pot-holos which have been profitably 
worked in that neighborhood would 
suggest and warrant a more thorough 
investigation. Nicaragua Slide on 
the Fraser and the flats opposite Lytton 
and Lillooet arc worthy of examina- 
tion. Indeed, there is no limit to the 
number of localities which suggest 
themselves as being worthy of atten- 
tion. But enough territory lias been 
outlined in this retrospective resume to 
encourage a thorough investigation and 



by a system of hydraulic' mining open 
an inexhaustible field for capital, labor 
and enterprise and at the same time 
prevent the Mongolian hordes from 
monopolizing the richest deposits of 
gold on the Pacific Slope. 

MINISTERIAL CHANGE. 

It is believed that an important 
Ministerial change will take place in 
this Province immediately upon the re- 
turn of the Premier from Cariboo. As 
the Cabinet is constituted it is seen 
that Mr. HUMPHREYS ought to be mas- 
ter of the situation, having the largest 
following in the House, and yet having 
the least influence in the Ministry. It 
is clear that Mr. Walkem and Mr. 
Beayen have undertaken to run the 
Ministerial machine between them, 
ignoring the eloquent Provincial Secre- 
tary and doing many foolish things 
without consulting him. It is under- 
stood that the Provincial Secretary and 
his friends are about tired of this un- 
constitutional mode of transacting the 
public business and that the breach is 
daily widening in the Government 
ranks. The recent expose of the dupli 
city of the Premier in the bridge mat- 
ter, and his inability to challenge the 
statement of the Provincial Secretary 
that ho (Mr. Walkem) promised to 
build a swing bridge at the foot of 
Johnson street, has caused a great 
sensation in the city, and the Premier 
is openly twitted with being under the 
financial heel of the Finance Minister 
and afraid to tako a step that that 
dignitary has not first approved of. All 
this galls the Premier severely. Ho 
has a mortal dislike for the Provincial 
Secretary and would gladly dispense 
with his services; but he dare not. He 
dare. not. Mr. Humph keys lias too 
strong a hold on the House to be sue 
cessfully dislodged, and may defy the 
Premier to turn him out. The Finance 
Minister, on the other hand, is not 
strong in the House, and however 
much the Premier may wish to retain 
him, wo offer the prediction that Mr. 
Beavkn, like the Chinese, "must go." 
Self-preservation is the first law of na- 
ture, and Mr. BeAven being the Jonah 
of the occasion will shortly be thrown 
overboard. The Premier has no notion 
of being swamped through the un- 
popularity of friends, and will drown 
Mr. BEAVEN like a kitten in a sack, 
when necessary. We do not believo 
that any change will save Mr. Walk- 
em, who has entirely lost the confidence 
of the House; but no straw will be too 
slender for him to grasp at. We ask 
the taxpayers to narrowly watch the 
development of the little game that is 
now being played across the Bay.

Appropriation. 

A conference was held at the City Hall 
yesterday afternoon between members of 
tlio City Council and tho representatives 
for the city in tho local Legislature, tho 
subject of discussion being tho expendi- 
ture of the $4, 500 voted last session by 
tho Legislature for Victoria City District. 
Reporters wore not admitted, but wo 
learn that Mayor Turner suggested to the 
city representatives that the appropriation 
would bo wisely expendod on any of the 
following works: Opening and gravelling 
a continuation of Yates street to the 
Public Schools; opening and gravelling a 
continuation of Government street to the 
Gorgo road and to Saanich road; repairing 
the road leading from Humboldt street to 
Beacon Hill; making proper approaches 
to tho Royal Hospital and St. Joseph's 
Hospital ; a survey of the city. Tho 
representatives for tho city stated that 
they would take tho suggestions into their 
consideration. During tho discussion Mr. 
Williams, M.P.P. , asserted that tho ap- 
propriation had been placed on tho esti- 
mates for a swing-bridge at the foot of 
Johnson street and that Mr. Beaven, 
being a member of the Government, was 
fully aware of the fact. The Finance 
Minister emphatically denied this asser- 
tion; but Mr. Williams maintained his 
position and said he could prove it. Mr. 
W. Wilson spoke in favor of tho bridge 
and asked why the Government, having 
spent §800 of tho appropriation without 
consulting the city members, should ask 
their advice as to tho expenditure of tho 
balance? This was a poser. The result 
of the conference is unsatisfactory to the 
City Council.

Latost from Cassiar.

The steamer Gertrude was 
to loavo Fort Wrangel for Glenora on 
Friday last, and it was expected that the 
steamer Cassiar would sail for this port, 
in about a fortnight from date.

Tho steamer Princess Louiso, Captain 
Lewis, arrived here from Fort Wrangel 
and way ports on the Northwest Coast at 
lu. 40 a.m. yesterday. She left tho for- 
mer place on tho 20th inst. , laid over at 
Fort Simpson one night and reached De- 
parture Bay on tho 29th inst. at 1 p. m. 
At Alert Bay she took on board Mr. J. 
Hunter, C.E, and oxploring party, land- 
ing them again at Campbell River, Disco- 
very Passage. Experienced frosh south- 
east galoB during the ontire passage down. 
The steamer Western Slope was lying at 
Fort Wrangel and would not leave for 
seven or eight days. The Princess Louiso 
had on board 150 boxes of tin, 50 cases 
salmon, 10 bales furs from Inverness, 50 
tons of coal, §10,000 in treasure and some 
50 white passengers, whoso names will bo 
found under the usual heading.

ENGLAND. 
London, Sept, 28. — The Liverpool 
Post says that in consequence of the 
prevalence of foot and mouth disease 
among thirteen hundred head of sheep 
which recently arrived there tht Privy 
Council is about to issue an order plac- 
ing American sheep in the same cate- 
gory with" cattle. 

INDIA. 

Simla, Sept. 27. — Gen. Baker's bri- 
gade to-day will proceed to Seargum 
Shah, where it will be joined by a force 
under Sir Fredk. Roberts, the last de- 
tachment of which will leave Ali Kheyl 
on Monday for C'abul. Tho Ameer's 
officials have been instructed not to 
oppose the advance of tho British 
troops. 

Simla, Sept, 28. — The Viceroy sent 
the following dispatch to London to- 
day : Baker received a lettor from tho 
Afghan commander asking if he would 
receive him and the Ameer's heir ap- 
parent in camp. Tho General replied 
in the affirmative. An hour later a 
message came from tho Ameer, Yacob 
Khan himself, asking Gen. Baker to 
receive him. The General responded, 
saying that he would meet the Ameer 
one mile from tho camp. The Ameer, 
his son ami father-in-law, Gen. Damud 
Shah, who was reported killed during 
the Cabul outbreak, with n suite of -15 
persons and an escort of 200 men, ar- 
rived at Kuahi the same day. Cabul is 
in a stato of anarchy and the gates of 
the city are closed.

Detroit, Sept, 29. — Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Morris, of Volinia Township, 
Cass County, were mufdwed last 
night. The crime is supposed 
to have been committed by a 
person or persons witli the object 
of obtaining money received from a 
iarge salo of wheat made recently by 
Mr. Morris. The body of Mr. Morris 
was found on the back steps of his 
house this morning with two bullet 
holes through his neck.

CALIFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Sept. 29. — A small 
item of two or three millions, an ac- 
cession of the estate of the late Mark 
Hopkins, has como to light. About a 
month ago 0. P. Huntington, while 
here, casually mentioned that he had 
in his possession a lot of U. S. bonds, 
aggregating between two and three 
millions of dollars, which he purchased 
some time ago .at tho request of the 
deceased. Ho had supposed they were 
included in the inventory of the estate, 
in which he was mistaken, such a small 
item having been overlooked by tho 
executors of the estate. They will now 
be added to the inventory. 



DELAYED ^ISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES 
Ja-xesville, Wis., Sept. 23. — One of 
tho most brutal murders ever commit- 
ted in this state occurred on tho farm 
of A. White, in the town of Porter, 
Rock country, at 7 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Mr. White left the farm early 
in the morning to make some purchas- 
es, and while gone his little five-year 
old son was missed from tho house, to- 
gether with Geo. Bartingarter, a Ger- 
man farm hand. Search was institut- 
ed, and at 1 o'clock this afternoon tho 
body of little Sandy was discovered 
lying under a manger in the sheep 
barn, with his throat cut from ear to 
ear and head nearly severed. He was 
disemboweled. His arms were tied 
behind him. His feet securely bound, 
and from the situation it was evidently 
the murderer had first hung him, and 
finding death by that means too slow, 
had cut him down and finished him 
with a knife. Barringarter, whoso 
age is only 1G yeais, was arrested. 

Chicago, Sept, 23. — A novel suit 
as begun hero to-day. The widow of 
Hugh McGouville, the man murdered 
by Sherry and|Conley, for which the lat- 
ter was hanged, began suit for §10,000 
damages under the state law against 
the owner of the saloon where Sherry 
and Conlcy procured the liquor which 
got them intoxicated, against the 
owner of the building and against tho 
agent who loased the premises. 

St. Louis, Sept. 26— The Republi- 
can's special from Dallas, Texas, says 
that news reached there last night 
that a party of young men from Dal- 
las and Port Worth, while hunting in 
the Panhandle country in that state, 
were attacked by Indians on Sept. 1 1 th 
and seven of their number killed after 
a fight of two days. 

EUROPE. 
London, Sept. 20.— The Pall Mall 
Gazette says the wheat market has been 
excited for the past few days and there 
has been considerable speculation. The 
best foreign kinds have advanced near- 
ly two shillings per quarter since Mon- 
day. The movement is aided by the 
recurrence of heavy rains, the lateness 
of harvest and the inferior quality of 
the new crop. There was simultaneous 
speculation in Paris and there are re- 
ported failures of largo California 
speculators.

Winnipeg, Sept. 10. — Mr. Luxton, 
editor of the Free Press, retires from 
tho candidature for Rockwood in the 
Manitoba Legislature. J. A. M. 
Aikins, son of Senator Aikins, is now 
in tho Held. 

The route of the Government Coloni- 
zation Railway running one hundred 
miles from Winnipeg is still undecided 
by the engineers. The contractors 
are, accordingly, unable to start the 
work. 

Shelbubne, Sept, 15. — During the 
thunder storm which passed over this 
section of the country on Saturday 
afternoon, Cornelius Robinson, his 
daughter, aged about 12 years, and 
John Durkin, took shelter from the 
storm in an old outbuilding. A few 
minutes after entering the building it 
was struck by lightning. The threo 
were leaning against a log of tho build- 
ing. The log was shivered to match- 
wood, and all threo were knocked in- 
sensible. Tho burnt track of the elec- 
tric fluid was well marked from their 
heads to their feet, especially in the 
case of Mr. Robinson, who was badly 
burnt about the abdomen. They are 
all recovering. 

Nine cars of cheese wore shipped on 
Saturday from Belleville by the Grand 
Trunk Railway for Europe. 

QUEBEC, Sept. 10. — A private des- 
patch from Granby to-night slates that 
tho liberal meeting held there to-day 
was an immense success, and was 
largely and influentially attended, over 
0,000 people, chiefly electors of Shef- 
ford County, being present. 

Ottawa, Sept. 14. — A sad drowning 
accident, through which two women 
lost their lives, occurred here last night. 
A man named Marineault, with his 
.wife, Miss Fortin, a relative of Mrs. 
Marineault, and a little boy, left the 
Chaudiero lasc night in a boat, intend- 
ing to go down the river this morning. 
They stopped at Ratte's boat-house, at 
the Queen's wharf, and made arrange- 
ments for the boat being kept over 
night. The boat-housu is some feet 
from the shore, and is connected there- 
with by a narrow platform, the water 
on either side being covered with saw- 
dust, edgings, etc., looking very much 
like tho shore. While Marineault and 
the boy were inside, the two women 
stepped into the water, mistaking the 
sawdust covering for the shore, and 
were drowned. The husband and the 
boat-house keeper did not hear any 
cries, and when tho former came out 
ho supposed tlio women had walked on 
ahead. They did not turn up, however, 
during the night, and this morning, 
when search was made, the two bodies 
were found. Mrs. Marineault had one 
of her hands uplifted, as if she were 
pointing out the way, while the other 
woman had a basket still on her arm. 

English Mail. 

[Per Steamer Isabel.) 

General the Due d'Aumale is ad- 
dressed by tho officers ns monscigneur ! 
Therefore indignation on tho part of 
Republican journals, which hint that 
ho will soon be removed from his com- 
mand. 

The ex-Empress of France is said to 
be one of the richest widows in Eng- 
land. In addition to her Hungarian 
estate sho has a castle in Spain and a 
nice placo in Switzerland. But hard 
cash is what comes most useful to de- 
throned sovereigns who hope to return, 
and of this the Empress has long had 
abundance. It is estimated in Paris 
that sho is worth at least a million 
sterling. Only recently sho sold a 
large block of house property in the 
Ruo d'Alba, in Paris ; and M. Rouher's 
house, a well-known political centre at 
the corner of the Rue do l'Elysee, was 
hers, in her own right, and was sold 
last year for .£15,000. Tho death of 
the Prince adds to her property since 
he left to her a considerabla amount of 
landed property in Italy, as well as the 
Toulouse property, bequeathed to him 
by the grisly general who had been 
equerry to the Princo when he toddled 
about the corridors of the Tuilleries 
nearly three feet high, and weighted 
with the miniature uniform of a colonel 
in the cent garde. This vast property 
was no incumbrance to the Empress 
when sho had a son to live and scheme 
for. It was drained pretty freely by 
the Bonapartist organs of the press in 
France. The Ordre and the Pays were 
lavishly supported by the Empress, and 
she also drew handsome cheques in 
favor of the management of tho G'an- 
lois. The need for keeping these fires 
warm is now dead. Tho Empress is 
not likely to keep newspapers alive to 
work for her good cousin Jerome. 

Mr. Smith, First Lord of the Admi- 
ralty of England, says that "at no pe- 
riod since the introduction of ironclads 
— those vast instruments of warfare — 
has the navy of Great Britain been in 
so complete and weighty a condition ns 
at the present moment," 

With respect to the inquiry and re- 
port which the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 
land has ordered to be made in the cir- 
cumstances relating to tho recent his- 
sing of the Queen in Ireland, the fol- 
lowing is understood to be the facts : — 
First, Mr. Parnell was entertained at 
a banquet on board the steamer in the 
Shannon river. Mr. Ellord, town clerk 
of Limerick, presided, and proposed 
the first toast. He said: — "It's my 
duty to propose the Queen, (hero hisses 
broke out), and the Lords and Com- 
mons of Ireland. 1 trust the clay is 
not far distant when this toast may be 
proposed with the Lords and Commons 
of Ireland sitting in the old house in 
College Green — (cheers)— acting with 
her Majesty — (renewed hisses) — for 
the welfare of Ireland." The toast was 
drank, but most of the gentlemen pre- 
sent refused to rise as usual. The gen- 
eral opinion is the Lord. Lieutenant in 
ordering a report to be made of the 
affair haa committed a blunder. 



The remains of the late Sir Rowland 
Hill were interred at Westminster 
Abboy. Tho ceremony was witnessed 
by a large number of persons including 
Earl Granville, Earl Beauchamp, Lord 
Truro, Sir George Balfour, Sir. A. 
Blyth, Sir G. Airey, Sir F. Cole and a 
good many gentlemen connected with 
post-offices. In the absence of Dean 
Stanley, who is in Scotland, Canon 
Duckworth conducted tho service. The 
grave is situated in St. Paul's Chapel, 
close to that of Henry VII., and im- 
mediately west of the tomb of James 
Watts. 

It is stated that 20,000 men have 
been thrown out of employment in 
north-eastern England within the past 
three years. The town of Darlington 
contains a thousand empty houses.
